Marlin, who Is said lo have operat.-
<d In Merlin. Paris and London, and
has often been arrested, was dis¬
covered on Old Point wharf at noon
yi sterdny by Detectives Wells and
Kolks. Martin's actions aroused the
suspicion of the two detective.; and
they watched him for Eomellme. As
be was preparing to lake a Btenmer
for Norfolk tin- detectives took
cbarge of him and toll I him he was
under arrest as being a suspiciouscharacter.

Identified by Morgan Bradford.
Marlin was then taken by Detec¬

tives Kolks and Wells lo tho Slier
wood Inn. where Govommoul "o
i> olive. Mr. Morgan Bradford, looked
him over. Mr. Bradford soon Identi¬
fied Marlin as the prince of pick-
pool;.is ami after some hesitation
Manlii dually admitted his identity,
telling Mr. Morgan thai lie simply
came down to Old Point lor a few
days visit.

It was then determined by (lie do
toctlvea lo take Marlin in the fort
guardhouse, so that they may sncurol
evidence against him, if possible,'
connecting him with the soverall
eases reported from the Ocean View
side of the Heads.

Detective Bradford was highly elat¬
ed over the capture of Marlin by Do-
tectlves Wells and Kolks and be de-1
clared that the arrest of the man isl
one of the niosl Important thai has
occurred in this section since the
opening of tho Jamestown Kxposi-
tlon.

Detective Morgan stated last night
that Martin had served lime in Rcr-j1 in. Paris ami London for plying his
llght-flngorcd profession,

Detective Bradford has given or
ders to the men under him to make]life hard for all suspicious looking;
individuals who come to Old Point,
ami Martin soon found out this cbvf
